BMI Steps Research and 
Labor Relations Programs 


Advances Reported Adhesive Research New Projects Slated for Study; 
Training Program, Book Reading Research, Inaugurated 


front well extended utilization 
means foremen’s training 
course labor relations facilities 
the Book Manufacturers Institute ap- 
pear have held major degree 
the interest members the Insti- 
tute their eighteenth annual con- 
vention the Edgewater Beach Hotel, 
Chicago, September 11-13.

Anti-blocking powder 


Preliminary steps the solution 
these problems were reported the 
members Alfred Cahen (World 
Publishing Co.) chairman the ad- 
hesive committee. These involve the 
use special powder eliminate 
blocking books, coating the 
edges the backbone where the glue 
runs over, with non-adhesive coat- 
ing. Cost hot melt still shows 
immediate hope reduction, but so- 
lution the failure scrap from 
books coated with hot melt adhesive 
mix repulping operations bids 
fair soon hand. 

Discussing the powder, Cahen ob- 
served that could used is, 
liquid solution, applied right after 
gluing off. aids considerably ad- 


hering hot melt and animal 
the operation calls for this combina- 
tion. 

Hot melt adhesives still remain 
high cost—about when 
bought from suppliers, about 35c 
mixed the plant from ingredients 
purchased outside. 

Concerning waste processing, Ca- 
hen expressed the hope that Battelle 
would work the problem well 
Dupont that the use hot melt 
might become more attractive. Dupont 
reports that has virtually solved 
the problem hot melt’s failure 
blend with processing 

Cahen also reported that prog- 
ress had yet been made either 
emulsion animal type quick-dry- 
ing glue. Elements which speed set- 
ting animal glue affect strength 
flexibility, hence the need advance 
work rapid setting cold emulsions, 
asserted. 


Building-in progress 

Stanley French (Riverside re- 
porting building-in, described ex- 
periments with both single adhesive 
and dual adhesives, ascertain which 
would give the best results secur- 
ing rapid setting the joint but with 
delayed setting the rest the end 
sheet. mixture glue and hot melt 
was tried the joint with starch 
paste used for the end sheet. Tests 
were run temperatures from 100 
260 degrees, with pressures 
lb. per sq. inch., with five second 
press was utilized and finally mix- 
ture was evolved, which required only 
ten second application 300 de- 
Books could hand squared, 
and readied for inspection and jacket- 
ing immediately upon removal from 
the press, all without altering the cas- 
ing machine. 

Starch paste required full min- 
ute set the joints, and several 
more set properly. Resin emulsion 
required only seconds, but 
hand squaring was difficult. 

Although successful 
combination has been developed many 
problems yet remain, French pointed 
out. These include squeeze-out ad- 
penetration cloth, effects 
heat cloth and reduction 
cost. 


Testing procedure 

Reporting book testing, Harry 
Howard (Plimpton Press) summar- 
ized preliminary studies this field 
indicating that splitting back- 
lining and board seemed 
frequent causes books breaking 
out their covers. some cases the 
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board had split almost chip- 
board had been used bind- 
ers’ board. Problems comparisons 
tumble test dissimilar books 
are being conducted order ar- 
rive fair and basic test. 

brief floor discussion revolving 
around the purpose the committee 
and its interpretation followed, with 
final agreement appearing rest 
the need for basis “uniformity 
longevity,” and need eliminate 
claims for damages based upon fail- 
shipment.

book manufacturing plants. Citing 
lack preparedness for negotiations 
little short catastrophic, ham- 
mered home the necessity knowing 
what going labor negotiations 
elsewhere order prepared for 
its introduction local contracts. 

Turning pensions, reminded 
his hearers that had issued warn- 
ing this point years ago. Now the 
problem the welfare contribution 
faces the industry. 

Because the unsettled national 
conditions, unions are now insisting 
short term contracts, Werne point- 
out. Another highlight his talk 
was his description the industry 
one the highest paid labor rates 
with the least profit returns. Quot- 
ing President Truman’s comment that 
wage increases were needed meet 
the cost living increase, turned 
the dearth skilled help the 
industry, and the likelihood that 
would still greater war econo- 
my. Yet negotiators have consistently 
blocked the training new workers, 
and few plants have taken inventory 
their manpower. 


Supervisory training 

Werne urged that the BMI establish 
supervisory training program 
being supervisory personnel into 
closer understanding management’s 
aims and problems. noted with 
regret that though millions were spent 


for mechanical research, compara- 
tively few pennies were spent for 
morale building programs bridge 
the gap that ‘has opened 
managerrent and labor. close it. 
management must get into closer con- 
tact employees and make 
them realize that “your job 
job,” and vice versa. 

The speaker cited the need ex- 
plaining the working rules em- 
ployees rather than issuing them 
flat edict obeyed without 
question. reminded his hearers 
that the union was constantly study- 
ing the entire subject labor rela- 
tions even management does not.

Inc., and later printing equipment 
experience clinic the same subject, 
with panel speakers and ques- 
tion-and-answer period. This was fol- 
lowed the meeting the Bindery 
Research Committee the Council. 


Bindery headaches 
The principal problem the bindery. 
declared Howard Thomas (National 
Publishing Co.) (Speech 
Richard Squires the same firm due 
the speaker’s illness) was that 
should consulted BEFORE, not 
AFTER the job planned, which 
seldom the case! Development con- 
tinuous straight line bindery opera- 
tions has been the answer the 
necessity high speed book and 
magazine production, asserted, but 
this technique not applicable all 
divisions the bindery. Best results 
are accomplished tandem hook- 
up. 
Since the industry composed 
large number units varying 
size, there not much potential vol- 
ume for high speed equipment, said 
Thomas, but there much that can 
done toward reducing costs.

tion feeder-perforator-jogger, rotary 
collator, inserters, jacketing machines, 
and many others seen the 
exposition which offer potential con- 
tributions increased production, 
lowered operating costs, and im- 
proved quality.

Bindery Machines, Launch Buying Wave, Indicate Production Advances 


WHAT ABOUT ME?” publish- 
ers ask. What does the magnificent 
display graphic arts machinery, 
shown last month the Chicago 
Arts Exposition, mean terms 
benefits publishers? Briefly: “Good 
news. 

Outstanding sales records compiled 
exhibiting firms prove that new ad- 
vantages are imminent reality. Cost- 
too, since modern design in- 
corporates shortcuts not realized be- 
fore. such they represent the pub- 
first line defense the 
fight rising prices. 

Avoiding technical details, here fol- 
lows description what this new 
equipment can for the publisher:

Honeycomb base plates also avail- 
able now for cylinder presses. Base 
has “blind spots,” the entire area 
affords secure, permanent anchorage 
for plates. 

Electric Boat Co. Offset presses fea- 
ture fast action plate clamp for 
runs only few hundred copies 
per plate. 

Harris presses embody some forty 
design advances for increased econ- 
omy. Their rotary letterpress accom- 
modates precision plates made all 
standard shops which 
make-ready. Features double delivery. 
Over thirty the market already. 

Miehle has rotary letterpress cap- 
able 6000 sheets per hour, prints

Especially from the publisher’s point 
niques have been outstanding. 
Sheridan’s Perfect Binding and Dex- 
ter’s Notch Binding comes added com- 
petition with the British Unsewn 
Binder. While Perfect binding 
widely accepted, Notch binding has 
also won much favor although the 
distribution was until recently lim- 
ited. With the development the 
Dexter Cahen Notcher, shown the 
Exhibit, the notch system will prob- 
ably used widely. The Unsewn 
Binder suitable cased editions 
Its operation not unlike the Perfect 
Binder principle. 

Dexter also showed new Cleve- 
land folder, their largest, which 
folds 58” sheet. Also, small, 
easy-to-operate three knife trimmer, 
the Johne, imported from Britain. 
The sheet-fed casemaker Dexter- 
deFlorez had already 
nounced previously. The same col- 
laboration produced also the auto- 
matic book jacketing machine. Smyth 
has one too, going into production. 

DeFlorez also helped develop the 
Electronic Register Control for Sher- 
idan’s End Feed Casemaker. This 
device makes practical feed pre- 
printed cover stock from the roll 
with accurate register.

Publishers and book manufacturers swear character 
count. None queried depend word count formulas. 
Emphatically Alma Cardi Doubleday points out 
that “word count about worthless from the standpoint 
translating manuscript into printed book. The num- 
ber words involved unimportant since the space 
they occupy that has considered. Obviously ten 
words written author for juvenile picture book 
are not likely take much space ten words 

era where production 100,000 books day 
commonplace, the slow, unhurried work the copy 
caster still one the most human functions book 
building. may take four days, often less; but not until 
the estimator has given his verdict can book proceed 
production. 

Copy casting basic all subsequent steps manu- 
facturing books. designer’s dream can qualified 
without the estimator’s report space allowance. 
publisher could tell ‘how big,’ ‘how large the cost’, ‘how 
much can afford’ without the caster. Printers would 
operating the dark. 

Certain steps should followed assure accuracy 
copy estimating: 


Manuscript 

uniformly typed manuscript basic good 
estimating. The consensus opinion proper manu- 
script outlined Cardi, urges typists 

—leave always margin the left each page 
and least the top each chapter opening. 

—set the right hand margin the machine that 
consistency can maintained throughout the manuscript. 
Narrow and wide lines must counted and measured 
separately the estimator. 

—in far possible, type equal number lines 
per page. 

—never vary spacing: double space, even triple 
space, but consistent. Never throw extra space un- 
less there one the finished book. Then make 
double space blank. Excerpt material should sin- 
gle-spaced that stands out from the text. Not more 
than two spaces should used between sentences. 

five-space paragraph indentions. Deep inden- 
tions look pretty, but they are deceptive trying esti- 
mate length. 

—use sturdy bond paper that can stand some handling, 
that will take ink and pencil. Fuzzy papers blot, tear, and

Character count 

Character count the most logical form estimating. 
each factor composition individually evaluated. 

the manuscript. Note the number manu- 
script pages face sheet. case the publisher makes 
revisions later, this note will bear out the difference 
copy. 

Check type faces. Typewriter faces vary. Pica and 
elite are the norm. Pica machines type characters 
the inch, elite 12. Thus line has charac- 
ters, elite characters. The estimator should work 
with each type face separately. 

select matter, everything which does 
not come under the heading straightforward text com- 
position. including brief conversational exchanges. 

Inspect text pages for uniform measurements 
that character count for 100 lines can averaged. Cal- 
culating 100 lines simpler division and higher 
accuracy. 

Count every line the manuscript including short 
lines the end paragraph. Record the number 
lines per page adding machine. Thus the number 
entries the tape should equal the number pages 

For rechecking, rule off tape entries, determine how 
many entries per inch check every page has been 
counted. 

Multiply number lines (L) times average char- 
acters per line (C) get the exact character count for 
the text the manuscript. some instances character 
count for each chapter recorded. 

Calculate select matter. Short conversational ex- 
changes must figured line line. Footnotes, tabular 
matter, superior figures, any page with side center 
heads, must considered individually. 

Having the limit estimating only three 
times five years, Max Tanzer, head the Wolff 
Book Mfg. Co. estimating department, speaks with au; 
thority concerning these rules. adds: “There 
such thing average. Take your time. page 
page. Double check! Don’t let anything interfere with 
your continuous attention estimating the manuscript. 
Never quit the job until completed. Finish all calcu- 
lations and entries matter what urgent business might 
interfere. saves errors.” 

Estimates are never guaranteed officially, but are gen- 
erally accepted that spirit all concerned. Under BMI 
regulations manufacturer cannot held responsible for 
errors estimating, although the cost per unit estimate 
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must guaranteed. Trade practice has established maxi- 
‘mum per cent margin error copy estimating. 


Copy-fitting 

The Kingsport Book ype “permits, glance, the con- 
version square pica area into its character count 
commonly used typeface given size and body.” The 
book contains series tables giving the character count 
per printed page. Its listing complete covering any size 
their wide variety typefaces with any logical amount 
leading. Naturally the table provides also progres- 
sive sizes printed pages. 

The character count per printed page determined 
dividing the text character count the approximate num- 
ber pages wanted per page). Searching 
for this number the Kingsport tables will reveal all 
possibilities faces and sizes. 

For accurate copy-fitting, the designer chooses desired 
typeface, determines number lines per desired page. 
and refers specimen books like those published 
American Book-Knickerbocker Press (still Ameri- 
can Book-Stratford Press) Country Life Press. The 
listings give the number type characters per line.

Knowing the number characters per line the designer 
can get correct estimate text lengths. The Kingsport 
method not accurate according experienced esti- 
mators the Country Life Press book, which held 
highest esteem. Alma Cardi propounded the Country 
Life book the basis accepted evaluations adding 
corrections based Doubleday’s experience. 

Fitting poetry demands different approach. The 
longest line the poem measured the width the 
desired type page the specified type ascertain whether 
breaks into second line not. After this initial com- 
putation the poem fitted line line.

swer all copy-fitting problems. This visual copy caster 
covers all typefaces American Type Founders, Bauer, 
Continental, European Type Founders, Intertype, Lino- 
type, Ludlow, and Monotype. Nearly 800 typefaces all 
sizes from pts. are listed, grouped according 
manufacturers, alphabetically arranged. the basis 
precision character scales combined with pica units the 
character count for over 4,000 listed fonts can deter- 
point scales reveal the depth block type without 
mathematics being used.

The logical simplicity this form makes the work the 
second checker easier. Detailed cost estimates for the pub- 
lisher can readily tabulated from this information. 

The mss figure top listed check case the 
publisher should make revisions before printing. The final 
number pages rounded off the nearest form (276- 
288) because printing economies demand it. Furthermore 
estimator can sure his typesetters. Book com- 
positors are instructed set their copy tight. However, 
some compositors have been trained magazine news- 
paper work where loose typography practiced. Certain 
loose lines the Kingsport press book handicap the accu- 
racy its count far other printers are concerned. 
When possible wait for printed samples. Linotype slugs 
may run strong and affect the lines per page em-age 
the price estimate. 

Some publishers insist word count establish fees, 
especially case translations. Tanzer Wolff recom- 
mends dividing the total character count 5.6; Cardi 
thinks the better figure. 

The following table, evaluated Cardi, gives esti- 
mated word count for eight common book sizes.
